your Overcoming, every time you let the Spirit 
of God in the midst of you have full expression, it 
is a victory for both God and you.

Your victory is God’s victory! If at this moment a 
new interpretation of practical Christianity has been 
given, if Truth has become victorious over falsehood 
in your consciousness, this is a victory for Truth, God, 
and a victory for your own spiritual consciousness. 

We see about us those who fail because the 
thought of failure in their mind has been outpictured 
and objectified as failure. Certainly they cannot 
justly blame God for their failure or believe that it 
came about through some wisdom or will on His 
part. They cannot charge their own shortcomings, 
their failure, to a God that ever tries to inspire man 
to be successful and victorious. 


Fo TIME that you solve one of your life’s 


When man is led by God in some undertaking, he 
may know that at the same time God empowers him 
to succeed, to prove himself victor. With God’s 
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approval of his undertaking goes God’s power to 
make him triumph over all seeming difficulties and 
sense of defeat. 

Somehow we cannot feel that a man who does not 
succeed in his overcoming is a man who has found 
God.

You do 
not have any difficulty in succeeding, in overcoming 
adverse conditions, when you let God do the work.

God 
finds him willing and ready to be the avenue through 
which His will is expressed. We think of such a man 
as showing a great deal of God in His nature.

Do not think that adverse thought can establish 
itself or succeed in your sphere of action.

THE HEALING OMNIPRESENCE 


recognized to the extent that we cease to be- 

lieve that disease can have existence, being, 
presence within us. We must first detach our mind 
from all association with the thought of disease. We 
must meditate upon the healing omnipresence until 
we come to believe that nothing can be present in 
our life but God as our health. 

The omnipresence of God is known in Truth as 
a spiritual presence in which nothing unlike God 
can exist. We can readily see that in Truth disease 
has no place in the presence of God. We can see that 
the omnipresence of God becomes to us the omni- 
presence of health when we look to Him for our 
health. 

Many persons believe that life is made up of the 
presence of evil, sin, fear, hate, disease, and poverty. 
In their own mind these persons create a sort of 
pseudo-omnipresence of negative things in contrast 
to the omnipresence of good. To them evil is pres- 
ent in many guises. Among such persons we find 
those who believe in misfortune and ill luck as ever 
present in their life, ever appearing in some form or 
other to increase their adversities. Such persons can- 
not at first grasp the thought of the omnipresence 
of good to the exclusion of all that is evil. The first 
step in education for them must be to learn about

the formative power of thought so that they may be- 
gin to create good conditions in their life. 

If you have been in the habit of thinking of your- 
self as the victim of misfortune, if you think of 
yourself as living in an environment of adversity, 
you should make a new departure mentally. Emerge 
into God’s omnipresence of good. Move into His 
healing presence. In His presence, you will be healed 
of all belief in adversity. His presence frees you from 
all beliefs that interfere with health in mind and 
in body. 

God's healing omnipresence causes you to realize 
that God is actually present in your life as the pres- 
ence of good. His presence leaves no room for any 
belief in the presence of evil, disease, and lack. In 
God's presence you find the presence of that which 
you have been praying for, the presence of that 
which you need and seek. 


Have you come to the realization that the only 
presence in Truth is the presence of God, the pres- 
ence of your tangible good? Do you not see that ev- 
ery time you think of something adverse as having 
presence, reality, being, in your life you tend to ex- 
clude yourself from the omnipresence of God? 

The omnipresence of God is but a possibility to 
the individual. This presence becomes real to him 
only to the extent that his consciousness permits. To 
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the individual who feels that he lives in the presence 
of evil, fear, hate, and disease there is no presence of 
God. Such an individual lacks the consciousness of 
God. He has not made the omnipresence of God a re- 
ality in his own life. God does not force his presence 
upon any one. 


When adversities in the world seem to crowd 
upon you, turn in thought to the omnipresence of 
God. Realize that in Truth, in the omnipresence of 
God, you find the presence of the good you need, 
the good that will replace adversity. Realize that 
God's omnipresence leaves no room for evil. Know 
that in the healing omnipresence of God you find 
peace of mind, health of body, success, and pros- 
perity. 

Even the thought of the “healing omnipresence” 
carries with it a sense of deliverance from every un- 
wholesome appearance. We feel healed just to turn 
in thought to the healing omnipresence of God. We 
feel that God becomes present within and about us 
as we open our mind and heart to His presence. 


You cannot have a greater blessing in life than 
to carry with you wherever you go the realization of 
God’s healing omnipresence. Abiding in His presence 
of good, you cannot experience anything but good. 
There is no more to God than His omnipresence. 
There can be no more than His allness. 















EQUAL TO ANY EMERGENCY 
Ce OF THE MANY blessings bestowed 


upon man is that of making him equal to 

any emergency that may arise in his life. In- 
vested with the power of Spirit, he has the 
wisdom to do what is best in all situations. By turn- 
ing often to Spirit, he develops the ability to know 
what to do. His indwelling Spirit makes him alert 
and intelligent. Whatever situation arises in the 
world about him must come under his power and 
mastery. 

Think of a million persons suddenly brought 
face to face with some national crisis or some 
impending danger. Were they to anticipate such 
a situation, they would feel inadequate to meet 
it. When they are actually brought face to face with 
it, they find that they are equal to the emergency. 
They discover that the emergency brings with it the 
solution, the way out, their ultimate victory over it. 

Nothing can arise in the individual life that does 
not carry with it its solution. Nothing can bring 
into man’s life the belief that it is mightier than he 
and not likewise awaken in man the consciousness 
that he is mightier than it is. We can see that the 
problem always carries with it the method of its 
solution. This being true, we may think of the prob- 
lem as already solved when presented to us. 

We become equal to an emergency when we be- 
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come receptive to an idea that overpowers the idea 
of emergency. We can see that any circumstance of 
our life yields to our sense of victory over it when 
we rise to the high consciousness in which we know 
that we have within us the understanding and power 
that is greater than circumstance. 


Being faced with an emergency means that we 
are also brought face to face with God in His desire 
to show us how to meet it. The emergency signifies 
to us that prompt action is demanded, that we must 
be especially diligent in promptly turning to God 
and letting him work in and through us unimpeded. 

Many persons do not face emergencies success- 
fully because of a certain human sense of fear that 
their help will be delayed. They feel that the emer- 
gency carries with it a chance that the action of 
prayer, resort to God, may be thwarted. One of the 
things to be combated in emergencies then is the 
fear of delay, the belief that God will not meet the 
situation quickly enough to avoid disaster. If this 
adverse belief can be met early, our sense of meet- 
ing the situation, facing the emergency, will be one 
of victory. 


In adversity or an emergency, never, never take 
the attitude that God is punishing you or that you 
have fallen into ill luck of some kind. The emergency 
arises in your Own experience as an opportunity for 
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EQUAL TO ANY EMERGENCY 11 


you to prove to yourself how much you depend upon 
God, to what extent you can feel His power. God 
has no connection with adversity except in the sense 
that He alone can show you how to overcome it, how 
to face it. God is ever man’s friend, ever inspiring 
him to know how to meet situations. 


The crisis calls for our clearing our mind quickly 
that we may be receptive to ideas of order, salvation, 
and victory. We need in such times to keep out of 
mind such thoughts as fear, rebellion, despair. Such 
thoughts as these delay our salvation and victory. 
Adverse thoughts but serve to make the emergency 
seem larger and graver. 


Being equal to an emergency means to us pri- 
marily being ready to let God work in and through 
us in order to make evident His goodness to us. We 
need to avoid haste in action until God’s work and 
will are clearly revealed to us. Even in the direst 
situation we should know that God is ready and 
willing to help us in order that we may handle it to 
His glory. We need to give thanks for every evidence 
that He works in and through us. Even the slightest 
evidence of victory must be credited to Him. He ever 


seeks to make us mightier than any situation in our 
life. 


The emergency that you meet brings you face to 
face with an opportunity to prove your faith in God.
